“Enough of the breakwater has al- 
ready been constructed to serve as a 
partial protection in stormy weather. 
During recent storms waves eight to 
ten feet high broke at the substruc- 
ture, causing waves only three or four 
feet high to pass over the anchorage.” 

This is about all that Capt. Jadwin 
says about the work upon San Pedro 
during the last year. He does add a 
financial statement, wherein he shows 
that the total amount expended to 
date upon improvements is $570,662. 
There is an wunexpended balance of 
$533,000, and it is estimated that $1,593,- 
000 will be required to complete the 
work, and that $500,000 can be profit- 
ably expended during the coming flscal 
year. 

The money for the pending fiscal 
year has already been appropriated by 
Congress. 

Capt. Jadwin also files a report on 
Wilmington Harbor. It is uninterest- 
ing from the fact that no work was 
done upon that harbor last year, but 
about a year from now there ought 
to be a fine report on Wilmington. 
There is plenty money available for 
that work now, and arrangements win 
soon be made for digging to enable 
good-sized vessels to get into the in- 
ner harbor to take or unload cargoes, 
Since Capt. Jadwin has been stationed 
at Los Angeles he has discovered that 
the bottom of Wilmington Harbor is 
practically changeless, and that if it is 
deepened, it will stay deepened.

conclusion of an important agreement 


between the British and Japanese Min- 
ister to Korea on one hand and the 
Japanese Consul at Katow, special ad- 


viser of the Korean Emperor on the 


other, by which Great Britain and Ja- 
pan mutually guarantee Korea's in- 
dependence, and pledge her their sup- 
port and assistance in all important 
questions affecting her internal and 
foreign policy. 

Korea in return agrees to raise her 
naval and military establishments to 
a footing sufficient for her own defense, 
and also tn case of raising a foreign 
loan she agrees to restrict herself to 
the markets of Great Britain, Japan 
and the United States. She further 
agrees that no foreigners shall be ap- 
pointed to positions in the Korean 
State service; that measures shall be 
taken immediately for the protection 
of the Korean territory, and that a 
protest shall immediately be made 
against any state or persons attempt- 
ing to erect works or buildings situ- 
ated so as to prejudice Koreas scheme 
for national ense. 

INTEREST IN CHO. 

WASHINGTON, July 2%.—Much in- 
terest was manifested by Minhul Cho, 
the Korean Minister here, and by the 
Japanese legation officials, who are in 
Washington in the announcement of 
the conclusion of an important agree- 
ment between Great Britain nad Ja- 
pan, pledging the independence of 
Korea, and involving reciproca! conces- 
sions on the part of the Korean gov- 
ernment. 

In connection with the report of the 
new agreement, it is pointed out here 
that the United States already has «a 
treaty of peace, amity, commerce and 
navigation with Korea. signed in 1882, 
and providing that “if other powers 
deal unjustly or oppressively with 
either government, the others will ex- 
ert its good offices on being informed o.

MILITARY TOPICS. 


Arrangements have been made at the 
navy yard at Bremerton, Wash., to 
give the marines quartered there the 
benefits of rifle practice at ranges from 
100 to 1000 yards. 

Cne of the favorite recreations of 
rich Englishmen next autumn is ex- 
pected to be a flying visit to South 
Africa, where the tourists will inspect 
some of the more notable battlefields 
and scenes of interest connected with 
the war.

NOT MUCH BETTING. 

Among those Los Angeles sports who 
could not afford to go to the fight, or 
were kept at home for other reasons, 
there was little betting. There were 
many who were willing enough to bet, 
but they all wanted to bet one way. 

Books were opened at a number of 
Spring-street cigar stores and saloons, 
and odds posted, but there was not 
much done at any of the places, f 
the reason that but little Fitzsi s 
money was in evidence. The betting 
for days has been 2 to 1 on Jeffries, 
and as the time for the men to enter 
the ring approached, 3 to 1 was of- 
fered, and then 4 to 1, but with very 
few takers. 

More betting was done on the num. 
ber of rounds the fight would last. It 
was conceded by even the friends of 
Fitzsimmons in Los Angeles that he 
had no chance of getting the decision. 
This opinion was both on an 
intimate acquaintance with Jeff here 
and on the disparity in weight between 
the two men. Fitssimmons’s statement 
that weight does not count in a con- 
test of that kind was not accepted. It 
was remembered that when Fitz landed 
that famous solar plexus blow on Cor- 
bett on the Seventeenth of Ireland at 
Carson City he struck a man who was 
about his equal in weight and there- 
fore did not have to knock out a hu- 
man stone wall. 

There was no lack of sympathy for 
Fitz. Many of Jeffries's warmest 
friends admired the gameness of Cor- 
bett's conqueror, but they shook their 
heads and announced their readiness 
te bet that Fitz had bitten off more 
than he could chew. 

Very little money changed hands on 
the fight in Lose Angeles.

stronger and bigger antagonist the 
laureis that he lost three years ago. 
Despite the fact that Jeffries is a 
Californian and is an unbeaten man, 
Fitz has been more popular here since 
the fight articles were signed. There 
is something about his game struggle 
to reconques the title of champion 
that has appealed to Californians, and 
theyeshowed their liking and sympathy 
for him by the great ovation that they 
gave him last Sunday, when he came 
back from Skaggs Springs. Much of 
the money put up on Fitz has also 
been placed out of sentiment. the same 
feeling that prompted many to wager 
2 to 3 to 1 on Jack Dempsey when he 
met Fitz in New Orleans. But among 
the hard-headed sports, who do not 
believe in sentiment, and who judge 
a man strictly on form and previous 
performance, very little money was 
placed on Fitz except on the gamble 
that Re would last ten rounds. 
Many sports were rendered wary by 
their experience with Peter Jackson, 
several years ago. Jackson, in his day. 
was the quickest big man in the ring, 
with the single exception of Corbett. 
When he came back here after his 
London successes, he was matched 
against Jeffries, who was then a hard- 
hitting novice, with Sharkey as his 
only victim in the first clase. Jack- 
son had dissipated badly in London, 
and showed the results, but in two 
weeks his appearance changed, and 
those who raw him train declared that 
he had regained all his old form. Jeff 
was the favorite, but a large amount 
of money was put on Jackson to stay 
ten rounds and to win. He made a 
good rhowing in the first two rounds, 
but went all to pieces in the third, and 
was krocked out before the round was 
half finished. It is this lesson that 
made the San Francisco sports very 
shy of risking their coin on Fitz, merely 
because he looked weil and made a 
fine showing in his training quarters.

VEER IMPRISONMENT 
AT LONG BEACH. 
— 


PENNED ‘TWIXT PIER AND SEA 18 
CRIPPLED VETERAN. 


LONG BEACH, July 25.—The pitiful 
story of a Grand Army veteran, crip- 
pled and well helpless, penned 
in between w and sea by officers 
of the law, was told in Justice Hall's 


Technically, it was the case of the 
people against O. 8. Hinton. Hinton 
is a policeman, employed by the City 
Trustees several weeks ago, for service 
about the pleasure wharf. The charge 
lodged against Hinton is false im- 
prisonment. It was shown that Hin- 
ton’s act. on which the complaint is 
based. waa very largely due to in- 
structions which he received from a 
majority of the members of the 
Board of City Trustees. 

The case arose primarily from the 
concession under the pleasure pier, 
which concession is held by 0. 
Burbridge. Burbridge 
space three years ago for ten years, 
and himself built flooring and housing 
under the deck of the wharf. Along 
the easterly side is a promenade space 
and between that and the western line 
of the wharf is a Wertes of statis 
adapted for various store purposes. 

S. 8. Shaffer, the veteran in the 
case, subleased from Burbridge sev- 
eral of the stall spaces, and prepared 
to open a store for the dispensing of 
beverages, confections“ and other 
things. During the reconstruction of 
the dancing pavilion, the lower floor 
of which ts on the level with the 
floor of the Burbridge concession, the 
entrance leading from the pavilion to 
the contession was boarded up. On 
June . Comrade Shaffer had dies 
goods moved to his place under the 
plier, and had a bole knocked through 
the partition for that purpose. 

On the evening of that day, Shaffer. 
who was passing over the lower floor 
of the Pavilion, on the way to the 
place he had rented, saw Hinton 
nalling up the partition, and told him 
not to do it. as it would interfere with 
his (Shaffer's) business. Hinton told 
Shaffer that he was going to nail the 
place up, and that he (Shaffer) had 
better remain outside. Shaffer said 
the place inside was his, and he pro- 
posed to remain there. Shaffer passed 
through the still open space, and a 
little later Hinton had boarded it up, 
leaving Shaffer within. 

There were only two other ways of 


| access to the place Shaffer had rented, 


and neither of them was suited to 
the needs of a cripple. One was a 
crude gangplank, leading down to the 
beach at a point covered by the sea at 
high tide. On June 29, Shaffer at- 
tempted to leave the place by that 
gang plank, and fell and rolled on the 
hard sand, receiving injuries which 
have rendered him practically Helpless 
81 Shaffer's unfortunate condition 

apparent when he came into court 
in a wheel chair today. His left leg 
was gone below the knee, his left arm 
was paralyzed, his right leg was 
nearly useless from the brulses re- 
celved in the severe fall, and the éon- 
dition of his paralyzed arm was worse 
on account of the tumbie. 

Hinton's statement to the jury made 
it appear that in penning in the vet- 
eran, he thought he was carrying out 
the instructions of the city’s governing 
body. He said that Trustees Camp- 
bell, Cate and Mayor Walker had told 
him to keep the passageway closed. 
He said he found it open June 28, and 
was about to board it up, when 
Shaffer ap red. He said that Sharf- 
fer was then able to walk with a 
cane, and he did not reaiige the ex- 
tent of the veteran's crippled condi- 
tion. He said that on June . when 
he learned that Shaffer was sick and 
wanted medical attendance, he opened 
the passageway to let the veteran Snt. 

The case was submitted ° jury 
and late this afternoon that y had 
not returned a verdict. 

Superior Judge Shaw a few days ago 
decided in favor of Burbridge, and 
against the city in Burbridge’s suit 
for an injunction restraining the city 
from closing the — The

to pay. if Judge Shaw's decision is 
sustained. 
On the

city pavilion, it fs alleged that the 
conditions about the concession are 
unfanitary and dangerous. it is 
pointed out that the place is not lighted 
at night, and that by reason of de- 
fects in the railing. children and 
others are liable to stray out there and 
walk off into the sea.
